writer is handing tHis ‘n to 
demonstrate how the traveling 
public make their own ser- 
vice and running time, as ob- 
served from the front plat- 
form. 

A certain type of woman 
have more to do with said 
running time than all the rest 
of the traveling public put 
together. If you will picture 
a woman somewhere over thir- 
ty years inclined to be stout 
if not down right fat, well 
dressed and sure of her own 
righteousness you will have 
a good idea of the type. Men 


seldom ‘do any of the follow- 
ing stunts while women espec 
ially of the type mentioned in- 
variably do at least one of 
the following if not more or 
all. 

They are perhaps” reasons 
why they repeatedly delay the 
street cars, but entirely aside 
from this is how it looks from 


the platform: 

Mrs. Brown waits for a car 
at the cross section, with 
plenty of time to step out 
where the motorman can see 
her. Instead she waits until 
the car is almost flush with 
her, then rushes out where- 


upon the motorman must slap 


on the brakes so hard that 
it makes it véry uncomforta- 
ble for the other passengers, 


She of course stepped out at 
the head end of the safety 
zone or even with the cross 
street, then strolls leisurely 
back to the rear end = ac- 
customed as she is to board- 
ing cars on the rear platferm, 
in the meantime the car must 
stand still awaiting her.

A few seconds delay on 
each: stop longer’ than it 
should be on a long trip be- 
tween Richmond and Oakland 
adds a surprising long time 
to the total running time.

PROPHETS 


Samuel Insull, former lieutenant of Thomas A. 
Edison, and now guiding genius of various extensive 
electric power and_ traction enterprises paused. a 
moment on a Chicago night to read the future of 
electricity in the United States, to which the world 1s 
indebted for the discovery and developmen: of elec- 
tric power. 


As an authority on commercial uses of elect- 
ricity Mr. Insull predicts the time, and he says it 1s 
not far in the future, when this country will be served 
by a single vast electrical sysiem, utilizing all of the 
55,000,000 horsepower latent in its rivers and operat- 
ing all of its railroads. He likens his power system 
to existing national systems of highways, canals and 
railroads, but sees in such a comprehensive system the 
means of avoiding wasteful duplication. 

Mr. Insull shows vision, but i: is hardly vision- 
ary, when he speaks of the electrification of the 
nation’s great system of railroads. The transforma- 
tion from steam to electric power has been in progress 
for two decades and constantly gains momentum. 
Actuating this trend in transportation are the attend- 
ant advantages of cleanliness, economy and improved 
train service. 

The America of the future will transport its 
power from coast to coast and border to border by 
wire and cable. When that time comes the present 
method of transportation of power in coal cars and 
engine tenders will seem as crude and uneconomical 
as ox-cart transportation appears to this generation.

IS POLITICS ODIOUS? 


Pennsylvania's special legislature session, recent- 
ly called by Governor Pinchot and now wn progress 
has inspired charges from within the legislature cham- 
bers that the governor called the special session to 
further his personal political ambitions, and_ these 
charges provoked from Pinchot the recrimmination 
that his enemies in the legislature were playing poll- 
tics in opposing his emergency program of legislation.

we have some very fine culinary 
productions that are distinctly 
American, If we would be one 


hundred per cent American we 
should at least know the dishes for 
which our land is famous, and fur- 
thermore, we should endeavor to 
perfect our national cookery so| 
that we can point to it with pride 
as do the people of these other 
lands. 

Oysters are distinctly 
and this is the season when they 
are best. Any seasonable food is 
not only cheaper when in season, 
but is also much better in flavor 
than at any other time. 

At large markets you may find 
as many as five sizes* of oysters, | 
and they usually vary in price ac- | 
carding to size. In smaller towns| 
the dealers may carry only one size. 
or grade. Local dealers sometimes 
use different terms to specify these | 
different grades, but they are.com- | 
monly called Standard, Extra} 
Standard, and Select. The small | 
oysters are more tender and have | 
a better flavor than the large ones, 
and are also more convenient to 
eat raw. The large oysters are 
good for frying. 

Oyster Stew is especially good | 
because it is so hot and stimulat- | 
ing The combination of the oys- 
ters with milk‘and butter gives us 
a very wholesome and appetizing 
dish. <A certain chef in New York 
City is quite famous for his oyster 
stew, and the secret of it is in the| 
way he prepares the oysters. He 
cooks them in butter quite slowly 
for several minutes before adding 
to the milk, and it is quite: surpris- 
ing what a difference that one thing 
makes in the flavor of the stew. 

Oyster Stew 

This igs the way we prepare it in| 
our Model Kitchen: 

1 pint of oysters 
cup butter 
tsp. salt 
1 pint of milk 
% cup cream

Fried Oysters 

Many people think of fried oys. 
sters as a restaurant dish, and scl- 
dom, if ever, attempt to prepare 
them at home. Fried oysters are 
yery casily prepared. Drain off any 
liquor. Roll cach oyster in flour 
so that it fs entirely covered witb 
a coating of flour; then dip in egg 
roll in sifted bregd crumbs and fry 
in deep fat. The reason for rolling 
the oysters in flour first is that you 
must have a dry surface or elsc¢ 
the egg will not stick. To prepare 
the egg, beat the whole egg slightly 
and add one tbsp. water or milk 
for each egg. Dry crumbs are bet- 
ter than the soft ones for crumbing, 
and they should be sifted. Th« 
coarse crumbs will not stick as wel! 
as the fine sifted crumbs. 

The oysters may be fried in a 
kettle of deep fat or in fat at lease: 
an inch deep in the frying pain
